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With the exception of a stoker and two electricians, all the German personnel 
employed at the Soviet ammunition depot in Toepchin were dismissed on 31 
October 1951. The Soviet unit was increased to about 1*00 troops. Recruits 
wearing red epaulets arrived. They were quartered in winterized low wooden 
buildings . Three women in uniform were newly employed in the office. About 
20 arc lamps were erected inside the depot area. Guard personnel was considexab-
